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LECTURE ON SERBIA 

Sergf. Ruth Farnum Gives First in Series By 
Child Welfare Association 


j Under the auspices of the Serbian 
y Child Welfare Association of America, 
I Sergt. Ruth Farnum spoke at Play- 
er's Hall, Monday evening, and at the 
home of Mrs. Henry I. Harriman, 
'Newton on Tuesday afternoon. 

Her talk was preceded by that of 
Miss Helen Losanitch, daughter of a 
former Serbian minister of Agricul- 
ture, who has been in charge of the 
work for the orphans near her former 
home in Belgrade since the beginning 
of the war. 

Miss Losanitch told of the pitiable 
condition of the children in Serbia, of 
tho 100,000 full orphans, and the 500 
half orphans still in Serbia who are 
desperately in need of help. She spoke 
of the natural beauty of Serbia as a 
country with its beautiful flowers and 
nightingales, and of its severe climate 
so like our own. She then told of the 
suffering these little ones had had to 
undergo during that terrible winter of 
1914 — when the little Serbian army 
was driven over the mountains that 
separate it from Albania. She de- 
scribed the government barracks 
which were all the homes she and 
those with her were able to offer the 
children whom they picked up along 
the roadside. One little child was 
found in a hollow tree. 

• Sergt. Farnum then gave a brief 
history of Serbia of its Christian 
character and of its stand against the 
Turk as far back as the 14th century. 
Because of its attitude and its re- 
fusal to allow the Turk to go through 
the country, Serbia was again and 
| again devastated, and the population 
1 wiped out save for the few who under 
t the guidance of the priests fled to the 
| mountains. Not even Armenia has 
$ suffered as has Serbia. 

She spoke of the treachery of the 
Bulgarians in 1913 who, though they 
had a defensive alliance with her, 
struck her in the back. 

Because of the isolated position of 
Serbia, surrounded as she is by moun- 
tains, it was difficult to get accurate 
information of the true state of affairs 
in Serbia before the allies, who did 
not believe that Bulgaria intended to 
attack her, and therefore, did not help 
her until it was too late. 

Since 1912, Serbia has not had 
enough food or supplies or clothing 
1 for her people. Germany told Serbia 
| that if she would allow her to pass 
J unmolested through the country to 
Constantinople she would protect her. 
but. that if she refused, she would 
crucify her men, dishonor her women 
and carry off her children into slav- 
ery. Serbia’s reply voiced by ’ an 
ignorant peasant woman was, “It is 
better to die in beauty than to live 
in shame.” 

Serbia refused, and Germany, 
'through Austria carried out her 
threat. Although the Austrian army

outnumbered the Serbian army four 
to one, twice they were driven back 
by the Serbians. It was only when 
weakened by disease that the Ser- 
bians retreated over the Albanian 
Mountains, one-half of their number 
dying on that terrible "Road of 
Death” in 1915. King Peter, a man of 
seventy, went with his brave troops 
whose slogan was “Serbia surrenders 
only to God." Twenty thousand died 
from the effects of that awful journey 
in the dead of winter, few, very few, 
ever reached the sea. 

Among the horrible things which 
Bulgaria did was to take 10,000 little 
Serbian girls, transport them to Con- 
stantinople and sell them to the 
Turks. 

At last the Allies came to the aid 
of Serbia, and in 1916 the remnant of 
the Serbian army returned and drove 
out the enemy. Sergeant Farnum was 
with this returning army, and herself 
gave the signal for a battle near Mon- 
astir. 

She showed heart-rendering pic- 
tures of the condition of the Serbian 
children, 70,000 of whom are father- 
less today, and many of whom, she 
said were dying of starvation even 
while she was speaking. 

As a result of her appeal, a cycle of 
godmothers has been formed in New- 
ton to help to raise the $5,000,000, 
which is needed immediately. Mrs. 
Oliver Harriman of New York, and 
Mr. Stanley H. Howe are the National 
committee, while the Boston commit- 
tee is headed by Mrs. James Lovel 
Little. Anyone who can help, and who 
will help is asked to get into touch 
with the committee at once. |

A very interesting talk on "Adver- 
tising — Its Use and Abuse” was pre- 
sented at the adult class of Eliot 
Church last Sunday by Mr. L. T>. 
Gibbs. 

Mr. Gibbs spoke particularly of 
church advertising and its value. He 
stated that Eliot church could double 
and even -treble its membership and 
its contributions by the expenditure 
of $2,000. This is also true of the 
other churches of Newton. He sug 
gested that a businesslike method of 
meeting expenses would be to divide 
the total expenses of the church by 
the number of members, the more 
members the church was able to ob- 
tain thus lessening the cost per cap- 
ita. He pointed out that there was a 
tremendous field for church adver- 
tising — that there are at present 41,- 
000,000 adults and 42,000,000 children 
in Sunday Schools. 

He predicted that the next few 
years would witness a great increase 
in the use of church advertising. 

Among the advantages of advertis- 
ing he gave was that it develops an 
appreciation of the things that we 
use. “It is,” he said, “the greatest 
constructive material force in the 
world. Advertising indicates how 
people live; no history of a people 
would be complete without a knowl- 
edge of contemporary advertising. It 
may be legitimately used to improve 
the morale among employees, and the 
gaining of their good will. As a con- 
crete illustration of this, he cited an 
incident which occurred in the city of 
Philadelphia where a great manufac- 
turing plant was able to obtain hous- 
ing for its employees through adver- 
tising. 

Mr. Gibbs denied that advertising 
increases prices as is sometimes 
thought. On the contrary it reduces 
them through increasing production. 
Advertising can do much to prevent 
labor turnovers which are so costly 
to the manufacturer. It can also 
help to bridge the barrier between 
capital and labor by explaining the 
needs of each. 

While some advertising represents 
fictitious values and is, therefore, 
harmful the public must learn to dis- 
criminate between good and bad ad- 
vertising, and to be appreciative of 
the former.

Excellent Work done by Pupils of 
West Newton Music School 


On the evening of February 27 there 
was held at Players’ Hall, West New- 
ton, a concert under the auspices of 
the West Newton Music School. The 
program included a group of "Com- 
munity Songs” entered into with ex- 
cellent feeling by the audience; some 
classical orchestral pieces by an or- 
chestra of about fifteen pupils — both 
girls and boys — of the Music School; 
and solo work, both vocal and instru- 
mental, by its scholarship pupils. 
Miss Edith Spinnazzola displayed 
technical facility at the piano; Miss 
FortC as violinist, played with grace 
and intuitive feeling; and Miss Doro- 
thy Greeley, contralto, whose songs 
were the feature pieces of the concert, 
showed! distinct promise. While the 
songs in her repertoire were not ex- 
acting, yet she attacked them with 
confidence, displaying a voice of good 
capacity and clear and resonant qual- 
ity. 

The essential virtue of the concert 
lay not so much in the exact quality 
of the individual or ensemble per- 
formances as in Its social significance. 
The existence of a serious Music 
School in any community is a boon 
to those children in whom a desire 
for musical expression is instructive. 
To them it means inspiration and op- 
portunity, especially for those unable 
otherwise to afford the teaching To 
tho orchestral groups it brings the 
stimulation of concerted ncUon in an 
exceptionally wholesome and delight- 
ful fi*dd of artistic ehdeavor. To the 
parents it gives not Ouiy a gratifying 
personal satisfaction,. but often a new 
social orientation. To the commun- 
ity as a whole it affords a natural and 
pleasurable basis of social contract, 
and introduces a humanizing element 
in the choral singing. 

Throughout the entire plan and 
performance of the Music School 
shines a radiant belief in the essen- 
tial value and utility of the ordinary 
human material of the community. It 
expresses a faith in its availability in 
the realm of serious art. In the West 
Newton Music School, children of 
both sexes, widely varying ages, of 
many different racial origins, and of 
different hues work together toler- 
antly and harmoniously. Fortunate- 
ly. music knows no barriers of race 
or climate, but is the universal tongue, 
perfectly attuned to the mindi 3 and 
hearts of all children. Fortunatelv. 
also, the director of the Music School.

The big feature of the aldermanic 
meeting on Monday night was the dis- 
cussion on increasing the number of 
months in which the city laborers 
should be granted a half-holiday on 
Saturday. The men had asked for 12 
months and the Finance Committee 
had reported in favor of continuing 
the same plan as last year, eight 
months. Alderman Hollis opened the 
debate with a motion to allow ten 
months. Alderman Allen said the 
Finance Committee had given the 
matter careful attention and had no 
question but what the half holiday 
increased the expense to the city, not- 
withstanding the statements that the 
men would do as much in 44 hours as 
they were now accustomed to do in 
48. He said that the tax levy would 
probably be increased this year by a 
half million dollars, requiring an in- 
crease in the tax rate of $7. or an in- 
crease in valuations of $26,000,000 at 
the present rate. He did not think 
this was the time to grant the in- 
crease as we ought to economise as 
never before and should increase pro- 
duction rather than diminish it. Al- 
derman Young told of the trade last 
year, whereby the laborers withdrew j 
a bill pending before the Legislature J 
when granted the eight months half) 
holiday. The city has a small force ; 
of men in the winter and produc- ‘ 
tion canno* be increased at that time. 
All the men. he said, are working 
overtime at present. Alderman 
Clement gave high praise to the men 
hm he said that everyone must do as 
much as possible to make up for the 
loss of the past four years and we 
cannot afford to lose man power or 
to increase the expense for the city. 
Alderman Allen in answer to ques- 
tions said that the men receive 
$4.00 a day. or 50 cents an hour on a 
48 hour week, and 75 cents for over 
time. On a 44 hour week, the rate 
would be over 54 cents per hour and ■ 
SI cents for overtime. He also added 
that everyone appreciated the good 
work done during the recent stress 
hut if the increase was granted now. 
it would be permanent. Alderman 
Cook favored the increase for the full 
year and praised the work done by 
the city men. Alderman Nichols 
called attention to the fact that in 
some of the places which allowed a ; 
yearly half holiday, 48 hours work 
was required, the men working a lit- i 
tie longer on other days. He also 
said that there was more work to be 
done in winter and the city needs 48 


hours work a week. If the increase 
was allowed it would not be a holi- 
day, but would thru overtime, be 
merely an increase in wages, and if 
this was desired, it should be done 
openly and not granted as a half hol- 
iday. Alderman Hollis said the men 
would not be satisfied until they got 
the whole year. He declared that our 
men were fully as efficient as the 
men in other places where it was 
granted for the full year. Alderman 
Jewell said that if the half holiday 
was granted, the next step would be 
for a full holiday and there would be 
no end to future demands. We must 
stop somewhere or we are simply 
pyramiding trouble. Alderman Hollis 
said that the board had recently vot- 
ed $295,000 for school house which 
could just as well have been built for 
$250,000 but no one suggested econo- 
my then. Alderman Whidden op- 
posed granting the four winter months 
and stated his belief that part of the 
efficiency of the men was due to com- 
petent management. Alderman Hick- 
ey favored the increase as he did not 
want to begin to economize with the 
city laborers. The amendment was 
then lost by a vote of 5 to 11 and the 
order for eight months passed with 2 
votes. Aldermen Clement and Cook in 
opposition. 

Alderman Hollis also opposed an 
appropriation of $500 for temporary 
clerks in the Accounting Dept., ask- 
ing if there was to be no end to de- 
mands for this work. Alderman Allen 
said that good progress was being 
made in making up the back work. 
The order was passed, with Alderman 
Hollis voting alone in the negative. 

President Harriman presided and 
Aldermen Madden. Blake. Pratt and 
Rogers were the only members ab- 
sent. 

No one appeared at a hearing on 
Telephone poles on Fisher avenue. 

Mr. James M. Beck opposed Tele- 
phone poles on Duncklee street, be- 
lieving that one of them would inter- 
fere with his driveway and Mr. T. M. 
Greene, for the Company said he 
would have the pole placed where it 
would not be objectionable. 

Mr. James S. Cannon spoke in favor 
of petition of the Reid Tire Shop for 
permit to sell gasolene at 327 Wash- 
ington street. 

Alderman Forknall then drew the 
names of Bernard D. Farrell and Ar-

RAD FIRE 


Boston College students, led by one 
of the professors, the Rev. Richard A. 
O’Brien, a veteran of overseas serv- 
ice with the 5th regiment of marines, 
turned fire fighters Friday afternoon 
when the Chestnut Hill residential sec- 
tion near the college was threatened by 
a blaze which destroyed a partially 
built bungalow at 68 College road. 

Fr. O’Brien sprained his ankle and 
‘‘Billie’’ Bond. ’20. the varsity baseball 
captain, was burned about the face and 
hands, hut. they and their associate 
volunteers met the emergency so effec 
tively that fire apparatus delayed by 
big snow piles found the danger greatly 
reduced when it arrived. 

The flames were seen across the col- 
lege campus during the students’ rec- 
reation period. The bungalow was one 
being built by A. J. McNeil for F. W. 
O’Connor. Nearest was the home of 
Fred H. Silliman and clustered in the 
vicinity were other fashionable resi- 
dences. 

The bungalow was engulfed in flames 
within a few minutes after the fire 
was noticed. The students rallied to 
the emergency task with buckets, gar- 
den hose, and chemical extinguishers 
snatched from the walls of the college 
buildings. It was seen that an attempt 
to save the bungalow was almost use- 
less a"hd most of the effort was directed 
to protect the Silliman home and 
other nearby houses. 

The flames leaped across to the side 
of the Silliman house, but the stu- 
dents. rushing forward with their buck- 
ets through intense heat, managed to 
put out this extension of the fire be- 
fore it had done damage of more than 
$300. 

The loss of the bungalow is esti- 
mated at about $6000. The clothing of 
» veral of the students was damaged 
by the chemical from the fire ex- 
tinguishers and that of Bond was al- 
most wholly destroyed. 

The students of the under classes 
were called together for the final lec- 
tures of the day during the progress 
of the fire, but the seniors were ex- 
cused in order to permit them to carry 
on the battle against the flames.

THE NEWTON CLASSICAL HIGH 

SCHOOL 

The Auhurndale Woman’s Club 1ms 
established a scholarship fund which 
is to be given to the pupil who wishes 
a higher education and yet is unable 
to do so because of lack of funds. 
The requirements which have been 
made, chose a girl in preference to a 
boy, and a resident of Auburndale if 
possible.

The Basket-Ball Team suffered a 
great defeat last Saturday at the 
hands of Miss Windsor’s School from 
Brookline, who carried off the honors 
by a score of 47-17. The visiting team 
was exceptionally good sized, accord- 
ing to the home team, and thus the 
latter were able to score at will. How- 
ever, there was some very flashy 
playing even on the losing side, and 
Captain Barbara Smith’s fighters se- 
cured their 17 points in good fashion. 

On Friday, Feb. 27, the Newton 
High Track Team ran against Boston 
College High and made a very good 
showing although the latter won 43- 
34. In the track events Newton had 
the upper edge but the field events 

B. C. H. made up for all points she 
had lost and thereby won the victory. 
The most notable running was (lone 
by Clausen, a Newton High fellow, 
who with Garrity held the lead' for 
the first 3 laps in the 600-yard run, 
and then, when urged *)n by an ap- 
proaching B. C. H. man, sprinted by 
his team mate, held the lead and won 
the race by a short margin. This 
winner has remarkable wind power, 
and seems to be breathing perfectly 
regularly when he finishes a race. In 
the Senior Relay event, Garrity and 
Wilson were first men, and the latter 
took the lead at the first bank. De- 
spite the wonderful attempts of Bill 
to squeeze through into first place, 
the fourth lap ended with B. C. H. in 
the lead, each man rounding the track 
twice. The same situation was true 
at the end of the sixth, where Clau- 
sen again set out to beat his man, 
although he was fully seven yards 
behind. Rooney the B. C. H. fellow, 
ran his best and when scarcely 75 
yards from the end, seemed easily 
the winner. Added to this certainty 
was the fact that Clausen stumbled 
slightly and seemed doomed, but he 
quickly forged on again, took the last 
two banks clo.se upon the heels of 
Rooney and in the short 15 or 20 yds. 
to the finish, made the most spectacu- 
lar sprint witnessed in some time at 
that gym. beating out Rooney by 
three or four inches. It was extreme- 
ly close, but Clausen was the winner. 
He was immediately picked up, and 
carried on the shoulders of his school 
friends through the Gyjji. In the 
1000-yd. run Cowing was hindered-

DEATH OF MR. BAILEY 


Henry Patterson Bailey, who on 
Tuesday died in Newton, in his seven- 
ty-fifth year, had been ill during the 
past ten years. He was born in Bos- 
ton and was the son of the late Cap- 
tain Henry L. Bailey and Mary E. 
(Patterson) Bailey. As a boy and 
youth he lived in Chelsea, where he at- 
tended the public schools’ and where 
later he became identified with com- 
munity interests. He prepared for col- 
lego and had just entered Harvard 
when the death at sea of his father, 
who was a sea captain, made neces- 
sary an entire change in his plans and 
caree/. 

His business life was begun with 
Gardner, Pratt k McIntyre, whom he 
left, after a few years, to become asso 
c ated with the Forbes Lithograph 
Company, under whom he learned the 
lithographer’s trade, and he was i 
perintendent of thg company's plant 
for many years, severing his connec- 
tion there to go to New York, where 
ho became a member of the firm, 
which lie helped to organize, of Traut- 
man, Bailey & Mlampey, lithographers. 
He continued these business interests 
until failing health necessitated his 
l retirement. He meanwhile made his 
home in East Orange, N. J., where he 
was a member and long treasurer of 
the Swedenborgian Church, and was 
active in civic affairs. Ho afterwards 
went to California, where for a few 
years h< lived in the hope of benefit - 
ting his health. From there he re- 
turned to Massachusetts and 1 hail lived 
in recent years in Newton. 

When a resident of Chelsea, Mr. 
Bailey became deeply interested in 
community interests, and this led him 
to become one of the organizers and 
first president of the Chelsea Review 
Club. Later ho was one of those 
through whose influence and help the 
Chelsea Public Library was establish- 
ed. and ho had been a generous con- 
tributor of books to its shelves. In- 
tensely fond of music, Mr. Bailey was 
a constant patron of the host public 
performances and ho helped to organ- 
ize the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 
He was a member of such musicul or- 
ganizations as the Euterpe, the old 
Boylstou Club, tho Boston Glee Club 
and similar societies. 

About forty years ago, be married 
in Chelsea Miss Nettie F. Jones, by 
whom ho is survived, as he is by one 
son, Muymml Bailey, of Fresno, Calif.

Mayor Childs sent in a largo num 
her of communications including tho 
budget for 1920, requests from the 
Street Commissioner for $8000 and for 
$3000 for Snow and Ice, a request to 
reapportion the cost of Dudley road 
improvement so that $36,000 would 
be available for resurfacing, $6000 
more than at present appropriated, 
recommending that the salary of thq 
Plumbing Inspector be fixed at $2350, 
a general recommendation that some 
increase be granted the clerks at City 
Hall, due to increases mado by the 
School committee in pay of its clerks 
a request from the school committee 
relative to repairs and maintenance 
of buildings, a request from the 
school committee for a committee of 
conference in the matter of more 
school buildings, suggesting more 
rooms at the High Schools, a four 
room building at Newtonville to which 
pupils now in tho Barnard School 
could be transferred, a now building 
in the vicinity of Adams, Crafts and 
Watertown streets, and a new build- 
ing at West Newton. He also sent in 
a report from the War Memorial com- 
mittee that $10,000 be appropriated 
for the services of an architect for a 
memorial, to cost $100,000 and which 
would be paid one half by the city and 
one half by public subscription. The 
committee recommend the employ- 
ment of Henry Bacon of New York, 
the architect of the Lincoln Memorial 
at Washington. The Mayor also sub- 
mitted the names of Charles C. Briggs, 
C. Edwin Josselyn, Frank E. Hunter, 
Chas. E. Braman, Timothy D. Mur- 
phy, Roy V. Early, Samuel K. Bil- 
lings. Willis F. Hadlock, George B. 
King. A. P. Tedesco, Bernard D. Far- 
rell and Warner R. Holt as assistant 
assessors, Dr. Charles A. Boutelle as 
Inspector of Animals. Oswald J. Mc- 
Court as Overseer of the Poor. George 
H. Bourne as Registrar of Voters for 
3 years, Lewis H. Bacon, member 
Board of Appeal for 3 years, and 
Ralph W. Angler and Thomas J. Ly- 
ons, members of the Playground Com- 
mission for three years. The Mayor 
also suggested the advisability of re- 
vising the ordinance relative to re- 
moval of snow from sidewalks. 

The City Engineer submitted a long 
list of sewer assessments and charges 
and the Board of Health favored a 
sewer on Cedar street. 

Petitions of Charles Blakely for an 
additional billiard table license, of M. 
C. Laffie for renewal of auctioneer li- 
cense. of Coakley Bros, for a victual- 
ler license at 248 Washington street, 
and of M. S. Fraser for an auto truck 
license were granted. 

The school committee notified the 
board of the death of one of its mem- 
bers, Mr. Edward H. Ruby and a con- 
vention was ordered for March 15 to 
fill the vacancy. 

Mrs. Maude Sweatt filed a claim 
for $400 on account of injuries re- 
ceived by a fall on the sidewalk. 

On reports of committees. Eden 
avenue was laid out under the better- 
ment act with a building line, and 
$4745 voted for construction. Hear- 
ings were assigned on improving 
South Meadow brook, and on laying 
out of Carlton road, Waban, includ- 
ing a building line. $6000 additional 
was voted for resurfacing of Dudley 
road. $1194 voted to pay the 1918 tax- 
es on the Burr playground. Soldiers’ 
relief granted Mrs. I. F. McFarlane, 
and $11,000 granted for care of snow 
and ice. 

The Public Works committee re- 
ported in favor of increasing the rate 
of sewer assessments to 30 cents a 
front foot and 2 cents per square foot 
of area, adn notice was received of the 
passage of an act by the Legislature 
to allow this to be done. Action had 
to be delayed, however, as the Legis- 
lative act will not become effective 
until March 28th.

The public should rely for most of 
its hooks on the library where the 
most recent may he found as well as 
the classics. Works on education, 
economics, farming, household and 
business management, even geogra- 
phy. she relegates to a pile marked, 
“ephemera” One is at first startled yet 
it is true that cookbooks used before 
the war are not up to date now even 
as works on military tactics must be 
changed. Books treating industrial 
problems, written ten years ago, are 
now only of value historically al- 
though for stories we claim a differ- 
ent classification since a really good 
tale grows merrier with the reread- 
ing. 

The library must become the cen- 
tral depot for the mass of books used 
by any community. By a more flexi- 
ble system of interlibrary loans, by 
augmented trained service and by 
ample financial support the library 
should meet the daily needs of 
individuals and families. Memoranda 
lists for each day should include the 
personal call at the library or the tel- 
ephone order as much as the call at 
the market or department store. Un- 
der such a system all sorts of difficul- 
ties and queries will be met promptly 
and efficiently by telephone; while the 
personal call at the library will mean 
delightful bFowsing among the best 
hooks, magazines and exhibits; and 
study in attractive surroundings. 

It is a high standard that is being 
set for a library but do you realize 
that your library is ready to consider 
purchasing any books you particu- 
larly desire: that you will find the 
best of both old and new books on its 
shelves. The use of it is free and it is 
eligible to your daily memoranda. Its 
telephone is Newton North 31.

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RECORDS BROKEN

Supervising Nurses 
from the company have investigated 
health conditions and have undertak- 
en a general program of improve- 
ments on an effort to make Kingsport 
a healthy city.

DR II. II. POWERS’ LECTURE 


The concluding lecture of Dr. H. II. 
Powers in the series given for the 
benefit of the Smith College Fund, was 
given last night at (’banning Church. 
The subject was “The New Partition 
of Africa.” 

Dr. Powers called attention to the 
fact that the greater part of Africa 
is in the tropical zone, is incapable of 
governing itself and dependent upon 
outside powers. Exceptions to this 
were Abyssinia, a mountainous re- 
gion very difficult of access, and the 
Commonwealth of Africa in the ex- 
treme south, which decides its own 
laws, and is independent in a very 
genuine sense. 

As for the other sections. Great 
Britain and Egypt together control 
the Sudan. Great Britain also con- 
trols Rhodesia, and both sides of the 
j Red Sea, from the Suez to the Gulf, 
j Portugal, which is practically under 
! England, owns some territory on the 
East coast which England is gradu- 
ally* getting possession of on the 
principle that if a country does not 
develop her possessions she forfeits 
her claim to them. 

The other great nation controling 
Africa is France. Her possessions are 
along the northern coast, and include 
the unappropriated section north of 
the Belgian Congo. 

Germany, before the war, had pos- 
sessions both on the Eastern and on 
the Western coast of Africa, the lat- 
ter being the more important. She 
had planned to build a railroad across 
Africa thus separating British and 
French possessions. This would have 
been almost as important as the Bag- 
dad Railroad which she was plan- 
ning. 

Italy has possession of Tripoli, and 
seeks more territory in Africa. On 
the whole, the changes in Africa 
i since the war have been in the direc- 
tion of greater unity. This cannot 
be said in regard to the countries 
north of the Mediterranean where the 
process has been one of greater divi- 
sion rather than of greater unity. 


TOWN MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Highlands Improvement Association 
on Monday night at Lincoln Hall took 
the form of an old fashioned town 
meeting. The warrant containing 
some 15 articles had been duly* sent 
out to each member and fully two 
hundred attended the meeting. 

President J. Butler Studley’ was 
chosen moderator and the various ar- 
ticles on the warrant brought out 
considerable discussion. 

The most interesting from a local 
standpoint was the article relating to 
removal of snow. This is a rather 
tender subject to some of the High- 
lands residents, particularly those re- 
siding at Rockledge and the repeal of 
the ordinance was earnestly advo- 
cated. Better judgment prevailed, 
however, and it was the sense of the 
meeting that more discrimination and 
common sense should be exercised in 
the enforcement of the ordinance 
rather than by its repeal. 

A new high school to be located in 
Newton Highlands, the purchase of 
land on Commonwealth avenue. Wal- 
nut and Homer streets for park pur- 
poses, the purchase of land on the 
shores of Crystal Lake, for park pur- 
poses and some improvements to the 
Cold Spring Swamp district were fa- 
vored by the meeting. Messrs. James 
Kingman and Alfred E. Alvord of the 
Planning Board told of the plans of 
that board in the proposed zoning of 
residential districts. It was later 
found that a conservative estimate of 
the cost of the various improvements 
advocated at the •meeting was about 
$530,000.

Letters and post cards 
have been received from him and he 
writes that he is very grateful for 
the kindness which the children have 
shown him.

Is the 
slogan of the Newton Federation 
president. Mrs. Arthur W. Lane. Those 
who have never attended a biennial 
do not. perhaps, grasp the signifi- 
cance of the situation nor realize that 
Massachusetts having launched Miss 
Bacon as a candidate must stand be- 
hind the guns and see that no stone 
is left unturned to elect her. The 
vote to which every club In the state 
is entitled should be cast or Massa- 
chusetts will he“ charged with not 
standing behind her candidate. Let 
every club president In Newton con- 
sider earnestly what her club can do 
toward being . represented at Dos 
Moines. Do not say your club isn’t 
interested. If it isn’t, why did it join 
the General Federation? What any 
such president needs is to go to a 
biennial and find out what this great 
woman’s club movement means. It 
will prove a liberal education. Soon- 
er or later — and the Club Editor 
hopes sooner — every woman will be 
casting her ballot and taking her 
share of responsibility in the govern- 
ment of the country. There is no bet- 
ter place to get an understanding of 
the points of view of other parts of 
the country than at one of the bien- 
nials. Such a knowledge is going to 
he useful to all women in the dis- 
charge of their civic duties. We of 
New England nre provincial, there is 
no gainsaying it. and what is more, 
most of us rather glory in it. We 
need to mix up a little more. We 
need more of the western breeziness 
and enthusiasm and they in turn, need 
something which we have to give. One 
thing, which we of the East need to 
learn, and, that is. that we are not the 
only ones who can do things. And 
there’s no better place ot find out this 
and a great many other things, too, 
than to go to a biennial and see for 
one’s self.

CO-OPERATIVE BANKS 

Remarks by Mr. Wm. N. Swain at Recent 
Hearing At State House 

Ah President of the Massachusetts 
Co-operative Bank League, having 
190 Banks in this State with a mem- 
bership exceeding 250,000 and assets 
approximately of $160,000,000, it is 
my privilege tlo appear before you 
and briefly state the reasons why we 
feel thlit house bill 757, which pro- 
vides for the issuance of paid up 
stock and further provides that one 
person may hold in his own name 
forty matured shares, where now it Is 
limited to ten, should be written into 
the statutes of Massachusetts. 

There are two channels through 
which money is deposited in the co- 
operative banks. 

First, by the purchase of shares 
and the payment of $1 per month on 
each share purchased. 

Second: under the matured share 
law Chapter 643, acts 1914, by leav- 
ing in the hank shares when they 
mature, this represents $200 for each 
share, and through thi 3 channel the 
supply of funds has been increased 
during the past six years by about 
$8,500,000. 

The co-operative hanks now face 
the question of how they can finance 
the home mortgages which are being 
brought to them in ever increasing 
numbers, and will continue so long 
as the co-operative bank is the main 
channel through which money for 
home mortgages is supplied. 

The Massachusetts co-operative 
bank league, on October 15, 1919, sent 
to each co-operative bank a circular 
asking them to report the amount of 
approved applications for mortgages 
on hnnd in their banks November 1, 
1919, for which money was not then 
available, and the replies sent by 79 
of the 190 banks (which 79 banks 
represent a capital investment of 
about $85,000,000) was that almost 
$3,000,000 worth of approved appli- 
cations were waiting for mortgage 
funds, and in the same ratio it would 
conservative to say that the total ap- 
proved applications on hand awaiting 
funds in all the co-operative banks in 
Massachusetts on that date was $5,- 
000,000. The average co-operative 
bank mortgage is $2,000 and this $5,- 

000. 000 represents 2600 home seekers 
whose satisfactory security could not 
be turned into mortage for lack of 
funds. 

This bill covers in addition the 
privilege of issuing shares in prior 
series after a new series has been 
opened. Mr. Allen will discuss the same. 

I may say right here that all of these 
proposed changes are subject to the 
approval of the boards of directors 
of the banks. You know what a ma- 
tured share is. You may like Aio 
know what a paid up share is. 

Of the total assets of the building 
and loan associations throughout the 
United States, as estimated February 

1, 1920 at $2,000,000,000, 18 of the 

largest states of the United States 
had a total of over $138,000,000 rep- 
resented in paid up stock purchased 
outright by the members, equaling 7 
per cent of the total assets.

From information received, Massa- 
chusetts, New York, Maine, and New 
Hampshire are the only states which 
do not issue paid up stock. Paid up 
stock gives the privilege to an inves- 
tor to go to a co-operative bank and 
buy one or more shares and pay $200 
for each share which immediately be- 
comes available for dividends, and 
does not have to wait 12 years or 
more for the same to mature. 

These associations received for the 
year ending December 31, 1918 over 
$1,325,000,000 of which $50,000,000 
was received from the sale of paid 
up stock. 

From statistics prepared by K. V. 
Haymaker, late financial advisor of 
the United States Housing Corporation 
Washington, D. C., he states that 
prior to the war, under normal condi- 
tions it usually required tin,* erection 
of 600,000 houses in America to re- 
place the losses by fire and destruc- 
tive agencies and the growth of pop- 
ulation. That great bulk of construc- 
tion was practically cut oil for two 
years, so that when 1919 opened, wo 
were a million houses short in Amer- 
ica. Now we are facing an unprece- 
dented demand for homes, and that 
demand that was satisfied by 600,000 
per year, four years ago, will require 
750,000 to one million new houses 
per year for many years to come, to 
alone supply the needs of the growth 
of the industrial population. I attach 
herewith copies of Mr. Haymaker’s 
lecture given at the University of 
Cincinnati, January 15, 1920, and I 
know the information therein will 
have careful considerudion by your 
committee. 

We must examino carefully the 
records or the past on which to base 
our hopes for the future, and without 
in any way intending or desiring to 
criticise, or call tto account the in- 
ability or other savings institutions 
in Massachusetts to supply funds for 
home mortgages, which is reflected in 
the figures as printed annually in the 
hank commissioners report, part one 
in which it is shown that prac- 
tically tile bulk of all money be- 
ing invested in home mortgages by 
I saving institutions comes from our 
I co-operative hanks, is the reason why 
wo are hero to ask for more money 
' to finance homes. 


Massachu: etts has nlvrays stood in | 
the forefront of progressive common- 1 
wealths and now is the time when we 
believe and hope your committee will ! 
recommend and the legislature will 
approve these hills and by so doing 
♦here will be added millions of dol- 
lars to the available funds for home ; 
mortgages. 

During 1919 it was a common ex- 
perience to find that our co-operative j 
banks were from three to six months 1 
behind in supplying money to care 
for the home demand. We, of course, I 
appreciate that the times during 1919 I 
have been abnormal in the demand i 
for homes and the money to finance 
them, but from the figures already ! 
read to your committee. I believe, 
that these conditions w'ill grow 
worse rather than better for the 
coming five years. People have got j 
to be housed and ttoe only way to 
house them properly and make them 
contented citizens is so far ns possi- 
ble to "give every family a home, 
with lawn and flowers and trees in 
front and a garden in the rear, and 
crime will disappear in two genera- 
tions.” Dark, crowded, unsatisfactory 
housing conditions are among the 
most prolific sources and causes of 
disease, insanity, immorality and 
crime and constitute a mo^t serious 
menace to society. Billy Sunday 
has said "A man living in a rented 
house and singing "Home, Sweet 
Home’ is merely kidding himself and 
serenading his landlord. 

If industrial development along all 
lines is only 50 per cent of what is 
anticipated it will still require for 
every $1,000,000 invested in industrial 
plants, from $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 
invested in homes for the families of 
those working in these plants. If 
the average cost of a six-room bunga- 
low where many are developed in one 
location at the same time is say $4,- 
000. 1,000 such bungalows would 

cost $4,000,000. "No man ever waved 
the red flag of anarchy over a home 
of his own, which sheltered himself 
and his wife and his children. A man 
seated by the fireside of his own 
home surrounded by his own family 
will never be attracted by the doc- 
trines of anarchy and destruction. 
The most effective antidotes against 
these dangerous doctrines is to adopt 
plans and provide means by which 
every family may have a chance to 
obtain a home of their own. 

In closing let me sum up: 

First: we must house our popula- 
tion properly. 

Second: we must surround them 
with comfortable conditions, in the 
way of schools, churches, parks and 
proper railroad facilities, and 

Third: the money must be forth- 
coming to finance these propositions. 

A contented people living under com- 
fortable circumstances will more 
readily accept additional taxation 
than will those living under different 
conditions. 

I bespeak your most serious study 
of the merits of this bill and a favor- 
able reprot upon the same.

LARGE FIRE DAMAGE 


OPPOSE $50 BONOS

fon district of the city caused some 
ild rumors to be circulated that fire 
ugs were at work, but second 
Jioughts seem to indicate that these 
"res were not incendiary. 

The first caused an alarm to be 
ounded from Box 113 at about 1 
: ’clock and was for a blaze in the ga- 
uge of Mr. Charles M. Boyd on Wash- 
ngton street, Hunnewell Hill. The 
re started in the rear of the build- 
ng, which is of wood, and, as the fire 
poor between this part of the bulbi- 
ng and the newer fireproof garage, 
Tailed to work properly, the tlames 
caused considerable damage to the 
three automobiles which were stand- 
ing there. The top was burned off of 
bne car, the tires ruined on another 
and the body of the third was badly 
corched. The damage is estimated 
at about $“10,000. 

As the firemen were making up at 
lie Boyd fire, *the alarm was rung 


from Box 115 at about 3 o'clock for a 
fire in one of the buildings of the 
Crawford garage on Elmwood street. 
The fire started in the second floor of 
the old “Bush stable” one of the land- 
marks of the village, and was not dis- 
covered until it had gained consider- 
able headway. Martin Moran, the night 
attendant, noticed the fire when he 
opened the front door of the garage 
I j admit a patron. The upper part of 
the building, which is of brick, was 
practically destroyed, and ten automo- 
biles on the second floor in dead stor- 
age were a total loss. Automobiles 
on the first floor were also damaged 
by watei*. At one time the flames were 
so intense that Mr. Charles Smith, 
and family who lived in the house ad- 
joining the garage were driven into 
the street. In view of the congested 
nature of this locality, the firemen did 
good work in confining the blaze to 
the structure in which it started. 

The damages arc hard to estimate 
but are probably about $30,000.

The Newton Post of the American 
Legion held its monthly meeting at 
Player's Hall, West Newton, last 
Monday night, and despite the condi- 
tions fn street car transportation, 
there was a largo gathering. The fea- 
ture of the evening was an address by 
Mr. Charles F. Weed, vice-president 
of the First National Bank of Boston, 
who gave a very interesting account 
of his experiences in the Far East on 
his recent trip to that part of the 
world. He first spoke of his visit to 
Australia and compared conditions in 
that country to those in the United 
States. Ho said that the land is the 
dominant factor in the country, and a 
majority of the people owned land of 
their own. Placing the ex-soldier is 
the chief task before the government 
there, and they are succeeding in a 
very large degree in absorbing the 
soldiers back into civilian life. The 
chief fau*t in that land is the fact 
that production suffers greatly 
through tile reduction of the working 
hours of the laboring class. He said 
that banking hours were from 7.30 
A. M. to noon. While the auto manu- 
facturing industry in Australia is 
practically nil, the auto-body manu- 
facturing industry is in a flourishing 
state at the present time. It is so hot 
in that country that it is necessary to 
wear two white suit3 of clothes every 
day. but as laundry work was done 
very cheaply, this was not an expen- 
sive matter. He next told of visiting 
Java, Singapore, Hongkong and 
Shanghai, and related many amusing 
incidents which occured in these 
places, which proved very interesting. 
In closing he stated that with proper 
supervision. China would soon become 
one of the largest producers in the 
world, and that anyone investing 
money in that country could not lose, 
if invested wisely. A rising vote of 
thanks was tendered Mr. Weed for 
h's kindness in coming out from Bos- 
ton to address the members. 

After working for several weeks in 
revising the Po-t constitution and by- 
laws to make them conform with the 
State documents, the special commit- 
tee composed of Ilev wood S. French, 
Oswald J. MeCourt and James A. Wa- 
ters presented the constitution and 
by-laws for action by the Post. Post 
Commander Weeks read each docu- 
ment section by section, and invited 
discussion on each one. Although sev- 
eral points were brought out which 
did not meet with unanimous ap 
proval, the papers were finally adopt- 
ed as origin tlly presented. 

“Sailor” Ryan of the Memorial 
Committee reported on the work of 
that body. He stated that plans for 
an artistic memorial were in the hands 
of the architect, and would be com- 
pleted and sent back fo rapproval or 
disapproval in a short time. This 
memorial will co>t not over $100,000, 
half of which will be borne by the city 
and the other half by popular sub- 
scription, according to present plans. 

At the close of the meeting Captain I

Newton Has the Worst Storm for 
Many Years 

Just because we have had over five 
feet of snow this winter, the weather 
man took another swipe at us last 
Saturday and gave us about the worst 
storm that the oldest inhabitant can 
recall. The snow was not so deep as 
in previous storms, but there was a 
bitter, cold wind, which twisted and 
twirled in every conceivable fashion, 
and with a strength of the proverbial 
seven devils. The storm began Friday 
night with some rain, but changed 
Saturday morning to snow and by 
noon had driven about everyone in- 
doors. Transportation was almost at 
a standstill, although the Elevated 
managed to operate some of its cars 
on the Brighton line. The Middlesex 
& Boston were able to run west as 
far as Commonwealth avenue, and 
then encountered drifts of four feet 
of snow, which effectively stopped 
further travel. A snow plow in at- 
tempting to clear The tracks became 
stalled and derailed about opposite 
the Hospital and one of the cars was 
stranded in Lower Falls village. 

The trains over the circuit ran into 
big snow banks between Waban and 
Woodland and stopped for the night. 
At Lexington and River streets there 
was a bank of snow and Ice fully 
eight feet high and the tracks were 
buried. 

The snow ceased late in the after- 
noon, but the wind continued gusty 
and cold for the remainder of the 
day. 

The Boston and Worcester was tied 
up on Sunday by the derailment of 
two of its cars. One left the tracks 
at Parker and Boylston street, New- 
ton Centre, and turned at right an- 
gles to the rails and one left the 
track at Chestnut and Boylston 
streets. 


THE BUDGET 


Newton Residents Face a Huge Increase in the 
Tax Rate for 1920 


The budget for 1920 just submitted 
to the aldermen by Mayor Childs will 
undoubtedly make the tax payers of 
Newton sit up and take notice either 
at the present time or when the tax 
bills are received next fall. The 
Mayor recommends the sum of $2,674,- 
772.98, which is $95,274 less than what 
the departments ask for and is $678,- 
146 more than the budget of last year. 
When it is known that the total ex- 
pense for 1918 was $1,882,000. one 
can realize what the present figures 
really mean. 

The largest single item is that of 
j schools, where $789,264 is wanted, the 
I Street Department coming second 
i with a total of $680,219. while the 
| Treasury Department with iLs serial 
I bond and interest requirements, here- 
tofore, always first in amount, is now 
third with a total of $319,964. The 
Pol.c 2 require $171,163 as compared 


with a total expense last year of 
$146,226, while the Fire Department 
wants $146,112. as against $120,248 
last year. The Buildings Department 
requires $84,575 for regular expenses 
to which will be added the proposed 
improvements In City Hall, estimated 
to cost some $40,000. Health asks for 
$37,265, Charity. $63,813. of which $28,- 
000 is for the rapidly growing item 
for Mothers' Aid. The Library asks 
$51,780. Playgrounds $43,189. and the 
Water Department for $172,003. 

Those acquainted with the situation 
point out that with an estimated in- 
crease in valuations of $5,000,000 (a 
rather high figure) the budget as pro- 
posed above will require an addition 
of $7.66 to our present tax rate, and 
this figure does not take in to account 
a possible increase in the state tax of 
$3,000,000 of which Newton would pay 
some $50,000.

It was such 
a pleasure to see her skilful care of all 
the children’s ailments that I used to 
follow after her on her daily rounds 
whenever I found time to do so.

( HANNING ALLIANCE 


“Shakespeare’s Hamlet— the Puz- 
zled Will,” as interpreted by the Rev. 
Harry Lutz at the meeting of Chan- 
ning Alliance was full of suggestion 
and interest. The world today, he 
said, is in the Hamlet state of mind. 
The Hamlet problem, like the human 
problem, has never been settled and 
probably never will be. The speak- 
er's interpretation places Hamlet as 
unsane, unbalanced, that is, lacking 
the moral stamina to avenge wrong, 
his puzzled will not knowing how to 
act. The play, Mr. Lutz places, in the 
manhood stage of Shakespeare’s de- 
velopment. in contrast to the childish 
credulity of “The Mid-Summer 
Night’s Dream,” the youthful super- 
stition of Merchant of Venice, but not 
yet arrived at the development of 
the full statute of the man of mag- 
nanimity represented by The Temp- 
est. Three, Jesus, Shakespeare, 

Lincoln, are the great types of men 

who have arrived at the height of full 
development. Following his interpre- 
tative comments Mr. Lutz read with 
force selections from the play. The 
Alliance choir sang two Shake- 

speare songs. “A Lover and His 
Lass." by Edith Lang and “Orpheus 
and His Lute.” by Charles Manney. 
Tea was served under the direction of 
Mrs. George Defren, with Mrs. Oliver 
M. Fisher and Mi s Clara Soule pour- 
ing. At the business meeting Mrs. 

Harry Lutz gave a tribute to the 
memory of Miss Anna M. Whiting and 
it was voted to place her name upon 
the Memorial List of The Alliance 
Unitarian Women.

A very interesting point that shows 
up in the totaling of book production 
for 1919 is the falling off of the num- 
ber of titles in fiction. Figures show 
that in 1905 there were 1008 volumes 
of fiction issued; in 1910, 1303; In 
1915, 728; and in 1919. 671. This 

same drop is shown also in juvenile 
statistics. In 1905, 475 titles were Is- 
sued; in 1910. 935; in 1915, 524; and 
in 1919. but 394. 

“The increased cost of hook produc- 
tion will act as a continued brake on 
doubtful ventures this year and is 
likely to keep down materially the 
number of individual titles.”

Mr. Frank W. Remick, treasurer of 
the fund for l he Newton Constabulary 
unit of the State Guard has sent the 
following letter to the contributors to 
that fund. 

On Sepember 18. 1919. the Newton 
Constabulary was requested by the 
Governor to become a unit of the Mas- 
sachusetts State Guard, and was called 
k n Boston to assist the authorities in 
"he preservation of law and order. The 
members responded in large numbers, 
but were in many respects totally un- 
prepared in the way of equipment and 
•lementals necessary to t lie preserva- 
tion of their health and protection 
from the weather. They served faith- 
fully and efficiently until October 8, 
1919, when they were ordered home. 

Citizens of Newton were appealed to 
for funds to provide these men with 
iuch clothing and equipment as they 
lacked and which were not furnished 
by the Commonwealth. In response to 
this appeal, individuals contributed 
$5076.63; of which sum there was ad 
vnneed to Col. White from time to time 
$4501.24, leaving a balance of $575.39. 

.Of the sum advancert there was sal- 
vaged and returned to your treasurer 
by the unit $2000, making total amount 
unexpended balance, $2575.39; accrued 
interest on the account to March 1st 
5.49, total $2580.88. 

Of this sum there has been appro- 
priated lor postage, circular letters, 
etc. $42.56, leaving on hand to he re- 
turned to the donors $2538.32, being 
50 per cent, of their subscriptions.

Newton was well represented at 
the State Y. M. C. A. Older Boys’ 
Conference held February 27th-28th- 
29th at. Somerville. This was the 
30fh Older Boys’ Conference and was 
one of tho largest yet held. The total 
enrolment was 743 -49 Y. M. C. A.'s 
and 67 towns and cities In Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island being repre- 
sented in this group. The boys were 
entertained in the home-i of Somer- 
ville people during the three days of 
the conference. 

The Conference was also the occa- 
sion of the Golden Jubilee of Boys’ 
Work and tribute was paid to the 
memory of William H. Whipple of 
Salem, Mass., who organized the first 
Boys’ Work in the Young Men’s 
Christian Association in America 
back in 1869. 

“Mobilizing for Christian Service” 
was the theme of the Conference and 
throughout the three days was kept 
before the minds of the boys. Every 
speaker made this the thought behind 
his address. 

Much rivalry was shown between 
the different delegations at the an- 
nual banquet held Friday evening in 
the Somerville High School Audi- 
torium. Delegation cheers and songs 
were followed by five-minute ad- 
dresses by the Hon. C. W. Eld ridge, 
Mayor of Somerville, Rev. H. D. Max- 
well, W. Fred Fletcher, for the Som- 
erville boys, and Earl AVhitt enure, of 
Worcester, President of last year’s 
conference. 

Friday evening Mr. W. Earle Both- 
well of Pittsburg. Pa. gave a splen- 
did address on “A Man of Four Di- 
mensions.” His talk emphasized the 
four square idea and the distinction 
between right living and wrong. 

On Saturday morning Dr. C. J. 
Carver of the International Commit- 
tee, speaking on “Christian Service 
as a life work” emphasized "The 
Need.” He told of the two types of 
men, the ones who -get all and the 
ones who give all. The life of Dr. 
William T. Grenfel who has given his 
life to work with the natives of Lab- 
rador was cited as an example of true 
service. Mr. W. C.| McCarthy. tDean of 
Boys’ Work at Springfield Y. M. C. 
A. College, followed Dr. Carver’s ad- 
dress by one on "The Preparation” 
needed fo^ a life of Christian Serv- 
ice. He emphasized the fact that self- 
control was the first requisite, self- 
analysis second, and self-investment, 
rather than self-sacrifice, third. 

Following the addresses by Dr. 
Carver and Mr. McCarthy, was one by 
Miss Margaret Slattery, her subject 
being, "Am I My Sister’s k 
M iss Slattery spoke of the many 
wrongs in our social system which 
the boys of today must right as the 
men of tomorrow'. She said there 
w'ere just two kinds of men in the 
w'orld ; those who gave up all that 
others might enjoy life, and the ones 
who want their own wills ami have 
them at any price. The vast gulf be- 
tween these w'as portrayed in a story 
site told of a boy who gave an arm 
and an eye to his country while fight- 
ing in France, and the profiteer who 
told this boy’s mother poisoned fish 
to make 7 cents more per pound. 

Speaking of girls. Miss Slattery 
said the American girl is the nicest 
thing on earth. To keep her so the 
boys must show their approval of the 
right kind of American girl, and 
their disapproval of the painted doll 
type. 

Saturday afternoon was given over 
to sectional conferences and a recre- 
ation period during w’hich the boys 
used all the facilities of the Somer- 
ville Y. M. C. A. to their capacity. 

Two very fine addresses w’ere given 
by Professor Henry W. Brow r n of 
Colby College. He spoke Saturday 
evening on "The Goodness of God,” 
telling about the experiences he has 
had with boys who doubt. He empha- 
sized the fact that we should explain 
things of religion rather than ask 
hoys to accept them on faith. After 
his lecture many of the heretofore 
things of mystery were made clear to 
the boys. 

Professor Brown's address given 
on Sunday evening was a splendid 
discourse on “The Superior Self.” He 
showed the boys the two opposite 
natures that struggle in the breast of 
every human being. He stressed the 
necessity of self-discovery, volun- 
tary self-enrichment, and purposeful 
self-expression. 

Mr. H. W. Gibson. State Boys’ Sec- 
retary was the speaker on Sunday af- 
ternoon. His subject w’as “March- 
ing Step with a Great Army.” He 
told of the fellow who failed to line 
up with others and the necessity for 
a disciplined army. The address was 
a challenge to right living and Chris- 
tian Service and was followed by a 
consecration meeting at which 250 or 
more boys took a forward step de- 
claring their purpose to live more 
useful Christian lives. 

Newton was represented by two 
groups of boys, one from the Associ- 
ation Building and the other a Com- 
munity group chosen from the city 
at large. Those representing the 
building were: Edmund Woodward, 
Joseph Worth, J. Raymond Church, 
Chester Adams, Oarleton Person, 
Harvey Macuen.

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EDITORIAL 


We hope that no change will he 
made in the ordinance requiring the 
removal of snow and ice from paved 
sidewalks in the greater part of the 
city. The present unusual conditions 
^should not lead to the repeal or ma- 
terial modification of an ordinance 
which has worked admirably for many 
years. The mayor has it in his own 
hnnds. thru definite instructions to 
the Police department, to allow some 
latitude during the present condi- 
tions, and if the enforcement of the 
ordinance is done with reasonable- 
ness, the issue will he settled in a 
•satisfactory manner. We understand 
that the enforcement of the ordinance 
in the Newton Highlands district, 
which this year comes within the 
scope of the ordinance for the first 
time, has been so unwise and arbi- j 
trary as to create considerable resent- ; 
ment, and here again, the Mayor has 
it in his own hands to smooth out 
the situation in that village, without 
repealing the ordinance. 

The Saturday half holiday matter 
remains at status quo, which consid- 1 
ering the matter from all angles is 
the best solution at the present time, j 
Undoubtedly as Alderman Hollis says, 
the men will eventually get the half 
holiday for the entire year, but the 
enormous expense of the present year, 
is sufficient reason for taking no ac- 
tion at present.

INNER THE GILDED DOME 


Newton residents have but little 
conception of the pressure which Is 
brought to bear on some of the repre- 
sentatives to the General Court from 
some of the country districts. For in- j 
stance, on the Health-Education bills 
which have been pending for some 
weeks, one member from the western 
part of the state has received over 
three thousand form letters urging 
him to vote against these measures, 
while one member of the committee 
which is considering the bills the oth- 
er morning received over a bushel 
basketful of letters in opposition. The 
Newton representatives, on the con- 
trary have had* hardly a dozen letters 
on the subject, most of them favoring 
the project. 

A hearing will be held on March 
23rd on the proposed bill board legis- 
lation in which many Newton people 
are interested. The Commission 
which was appointed to consider this 
•whole subject, last year, has reported 
to the surprise of many, a bill which 
will really regulate the bill board nui- 
sance and there is some hope that the 
Legislature will take definite action 
on this important matter. 

Newton policemen will be interested 
in a bill, now passing thru the two 
branches to allow all police officers 
one day off in eight, instead of one day 
off in fifteen. The bill carries a ref- 


erendum to the people, however, hut 
with the generally fnvorable action 
taken on most referendums, this is 
not an insurmountable objection. 

The matter of pensions is growing 
more and more important. The idea 
of paying pensions to retired judges, 
who are worth hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, as were the late Justice 
Knowlton and Justice Allen, arouses 
the utmost resentment from many peo- 
ple who cnnnot see why pensions are 
paid to such wealthy persons. In this 
case, however, as some one has well 
said, it is merely a question of math- 
ematics. Able men will not go onto 
the bench, unless there is a proper 
salary, with a pension, or a much 
larger salary without a pension, 
i The average citizen, cannot see why 
| persons employed in some public ca- 
pacity should be given pensions when 
they reach a certain age or are physi- 
cally unable to perform their accus- 
tomed work, while the man next door, 
employed' by a private concern, must 
support himself in old age or sick- 
ness, and there is a great deal to be ' 
said on that side of the case. The 
question of allowing veterans in the 
employ of the city or town to retire 
on a pension, while another veteran, 
with an equally good war record, not, 
working for the public, does not have [ 
that privilege, will some time be dis- j 
cussed by the American Legion. The 
principal argument for a general old 
age pension is based on the general 
theory, that pensions should be uni- j 
form and not discriminative, as at 
present, and some time there will be 
an explosion on this subject. 

One of the interesting, yet tire- j 
some features of legislative work is 
the presence of some men and women, 
who imagine that they are divinely j 
appointed agents to speak on every 
matter of legislation at committee 
hearings. One or two women, parti- 
cularly make more or less nuisances 
of themselves by talking on this, that, 
or the other matter, and taking the 
opportunity to discuss everything un- 
der the heavens from the league of 
Nations to prohibition. It does little 
good to' attempt to hold them to the 
subject under consideration; they sim- 
ply take a little more time in arguing 
that what they are saying is some- 
how related to the question. The only 
way to save time is to do something 
else when they have the floor. 

One of the most troublesome mat- 
ters before the legislature relates to 
the bonus act of last year, which paid 
nearly everybody in the service, the 
sum of $100. There are still 15,000 
or 20,000 persons who think they are 
entitled to this bonus and the Legis- 
lature is flooded with bills to include 
Tom, Dick, Harry and their sisters. 
No matter where the state draws the 
line, there will be certain people left 
outside and who will complain. Some 
of the bills have substantial merit, 
but most of them should receive scant 
attention. | 


By a bare majority, the committee 
on Legal Affairs has favorably report- 
ed the Daylight Saving bill. Such a 
report presages a lively contest in 
both brunches in which the Newton 
contingent can be counted to vote in 
favor of the bill. 

The same committee, has also favor- 
ably reported the so-called ‘‘Sunday 
baseball bill” on which there has 
been so much discussion the past few 
years. There will be quite a fight on 
this measure also.

Then there are the popular sayings, 
the folk tales and ballads and the 
songs of the people with an ancestry 
lost in the mists of antiquity, which, 
stored In human memory and kept 
alive only by human lips, have come 
down across the centuries with their 
endless variants until at last they 
have been gathered up by the collector 
and the antiquarian and made safe 
from oblivion by print and paper. 
These tales and ballads are often rude 
In form and expression, but no curious 
inquiry is needed to explain their long 
life and lasting familiarity. In them 
you find wit and wlsdojn, sparks 
struck from the hard flints of experi-

Concrete Oil Tanks. 

Storing oil in concrete tanks is the 
invention of an Englishman. A tank 
with a capacity of about ten gallons 
was recently made with a chemically 
treated concrete aggregate, and after 
being allowed to "weather” for seven 
days molding was filled with paraffin 
oil. Thus filled. It was placed In a 
shed, where it remained for 15 weeks; 
at the end of this period it was care- 
fully examined. With the exception 
of evaporation, no loss had taken 
place ; there was no sign of leakage, 
nnd the ouside walls of the tank were 
free from the smell of its contents. 
Upon removal from the spot on which 
it had been standing no trace of paraf- 
fin could be detected, nor had the un- 
der side of the tank acquired any 
smell. 'I’liis is probably the most se- 
vere te>t that could be applied to any 
Container, 


Wonderful Island. 

White island, 30 miles from New 
Zealand, Is probably the most extraor- 
dinary island In the world. It con- 
sists of an enormous* mass of rock 
nearly three miles In circumference, 
rising 0(H) feet above the sett, and Is 
perpetually enveloped In dark clouds, 
which are visible for almost a hundred 
miles. 

The island is rich In sulphur, which 
for some reason bus not yet been ade- 
quately utilized. In the Interior Is n 
lake full fifty acres In extent, the wu- 
ter of which has a temperature of 110 
degrees Fahrenheit, and Is strongly 
impregnated with acids. Great quan- 
tities of strnm escaping from craters 
on one side of the lake form the cloud 
that continually envelops the place.

Then, look- 
ing down, he observed that tbe pyra- 
mid was not built of stone, but of gi- 
gantic blocks of "plug** tobacco! For 
n moment he writhed In n perfect par- 
oxysm of laughter at this ludicrous 
discovery.

ANIMALS POINT OUT RICHES 


Innumerable Instances Where Pros- 
pectors Have Been Aided in Search 
for Earth's Treasures. 

A very large gold nugget Is snid to 
have been found the other day In n 
wild bee’s nest tn Australia. The story 
seems likely enough, for Australia has 
yielded nil the really monster nuggets 
to date — the "Welcome” weighed 
2,105 troy ounces and was valued at 
$43.500 — and one of the biggest was 
discovered by a prospector who 
stabbed his toe against a "projecting 
angle of It. 

On ‘ the Wind river Indian reserva- 
tion. In Wyoming prospectors look for 
grains of gold brought to the surface 
of the ground by ants. And In Ari- 
zona anthills are a common source 
of excellent garnets which nro 
fetched to the surface by the industri- 
ous insects. 

During the war we bad grievous 
need of antimony to harden shrapnel 
bullets. The latter are of lend, but 
require the addition of 15 per cent of 
antimony to enable them to hold 
their shape when tbe containing shell 
explodes. 

Accordingly, the government sent 
out experts to look for deposits, of 
the metal, and the most productive 
antimony mine that wo now have In 
this country was located by the help 
of a badger, earth thrown out of the 
creature’s burrow showing a glint of 
the precious stuff. 


TNT Wins Contest With Dynamite. 

A contest was recently staged be- 
tween 40 per cent dynamite and trini- 
trotoluene, and the latter won, says 
the Scientific American. Two con- 
crete piers had to be blasted out and 
this gnve an opportunity for a com- 
parative test of tbe two explosives, 
with the result that 14.0 cubic feet 
of concrete were removed per pound 
of TNT, and only 14.1 per pound of 
dynamite. 

TNT Is no doubt destined to be 
used extensively in engineering work, 
as it is less sensitive than dynamite, 
but greater precautions must be taken 
to ventilate after a shot, owing to the 
large amount of carbon monoxide 
which Is one of tbe principal products 
of combustion.

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KNOW YOUR CITY 


Newtonvllle Women’s Club Holds an Interesting 
Symposium at Central Church 


Splendid plan! Splendid work! 
Splendid result! Such phrases apply 
to the conception and execution of the 
Symposium on "Know Your City", 
conducted by Mrs. Irving O. Palmer, 
at tht Newtonvllle Woman’s Club last 
Tuesday. While this was a regular 
meeting of the club, it was an appro- 
priate closing to the series of meet- 
ings under the auspices of the Welfare 
Bureau and of the Newton Federation, 
and was, therefore open to all clubs. 
The large attendance overflowed) the 
lecture-room, necessitating the use of 
the main auditorium of the church. 
Mrs. Kenneth Hastings gave several 
short violin pieces to open the pro- 
gram. Mrs. Hastings always delights 
her audience with her clear, facile 
technique, and her musical perception. 

Mrs. l almer then introduced the sub- 
ject of the afternoon. So much of en- 
tertainment as well as the informa- 
tion was crowded into the next hour 
nnd a half, it has been suggested that 
the entire program should he published 
and steps to that end may be taken in 
the near future. 

In explaining the purpose of the 
meeting, Mrs. Palmer said that the old 
' phrase Woman’s place is in the home" 
has come to mean "Woman’s place is 
home” — that is, wherever woman is, 
there is cleanliness, order, good be- 
haviour. companionship, satisfactory 
conditions for work and play. She re- 
minded the women that, whether they 
wished it or not, the time is at hand 
when they must take an equal share 
with men in the government of the 
city and it is quite necessary that they 
know hew to do it wisely and well. 
She then introduced Mayor Childs, 
whom she called the friend of every 
person in Newton. 

Mayor Childs said that Newton was 
first called Nonantum, an Indian name, 
meaning A Place of Rejoicing, which 
presupposes a city clean, healthful and 
safe. He then described the form of 
government of the city, its methods 
and departments, clearly and concise- 
ly, characterizing the mayor as "the 
man to blame if anything goes wrong 
anywhere.” He said, in closing that he 
considered a efty not built of schools 
nnd education, or labor and industry, 
or patriotism and good government, 
but of the character of its citizens, who 
must be mentally sound, physically 
strong and spiritually alive. 

Mrs. Celia Wellman, the Woman 
Probation Officer, spoke of her work in 
helping the women and children who 
come before the court, to think of law 
and order as beneficial to themselves 
and of all moral agencies as their 
friends. She made a strong plea for 
Sunday sports as an aid in preventing 
idle hands finding mischief to fill idle 
hours. 


Mrs. Palmer gave some brief Items 
stressing the great need of better ac 
commodntions and better equipment 
for the free dentnl clinic and the im- 
portance of extending the "health cru- 
sades" for daily health habits, which 
have proved successful in some of the 
schools. 

Mr. Ernst Hermann, vity Superin- 
tendent of Recreation Grounds, pre- 
sented his work with high praise for 
the city in its attitude toward the im- 
portance of supervised play, and its 
willingness to provide lend and finan- 
cial support for that purpose. He de- 
scribed what has been done, and 
touched upon plans for the future, con- 
vincing his listeners that the money is 
wisely expended and the superinten- 
dent wisely chosen. . 

The last speaker of the afternoon. 
Rev. M. H. Lichliter, who has been 
connected with a similar work in 
Cleveland, Ohio, gave a very clear and 
inspiring presentation of the plan and 
purpose of the Central Council of So- 
cial Activities, which has just been or- 
ganized. 

He said that the great peril of hav- 
ing forty-six or eight different social 
organizations acting independently, is 
that there may be a sort of social St. 
Vitus’ Dance, or, more seriously, such 
a lack of co-ordination of energy that 
nervous activity instead of intelligent 
service will result. By means of a 
clearly designed chart he illustrated 
the possibilit ies of the new plan — show- j 
ing the Welfare Bureau, the Newton ' 
Hospital, City Commissions, Indus- j 
trial Welfare, Settlements, Clubs, : 
Churches, as radiating lines from the j 
Central Council, with its budget, its 
publicity, its social planning, its reg- 
istrations, and its community social . 
programs, which will include health, I 
delinquents, the family, the morale,] 
citizenship and the child. 

These subjects will be discussed by ; 
the delegates (two from each organ- 
ization) each using the information 
which has been obtained through expe- 
rience in his special group, to throw 
light on the problem under considera- 
tion. During his address, Mr. Lich- 
liter declared himself unalterably op- 
posed to any legislations which would 
legalize commercial baeball or other 
sports on Sunday, but heartily in sym- 
pathy with a movement which had as 
it; object the making of the Sabbath 
Day a tree, healthful, happy day for 
all people, everywhere, Very inter- 
esting charts and photographs illus- 
trating all the social agencies in the 
city, great or small, were artistically 
arranged about the lecture room, and 
added greatly to the understanding of 
what ir. being done in Newton to make : 
it “ A Place of Rejoicing."

PROBLEMS OF POVERTY 

Robert W. Kelso, Commissioner of 
Publis Welfare Speaks to 
Unitarian Club 

Mr. Robert W. Kelso, Commissioner 
of Public Welfare for Massachusetts, 
spoke before the Unitarian Club at 
(’banning Church, Newton, on Wed- 
nesday evening. 

He spoke of the seriousness of the 
problem before the state, stating that 
$14,000,000 was spent yearly by the 
cities, town3, and state for chaTitable 
purposes. This is approximately $0 a 
head for every man. woman, and child 
in the sta.te. In addition, there ore 
1200 incorporated charities giving re- 
lief to about 140,000. 

As to the causes, Mr. Kelso said 
that 16M> per cent, of those in the 
insane asylums of the state are there 
as the result of alcohol. This number 
is lessening under prohibition; 12*6 
per cent, are in the asylums as a re- 
sult of venereal poisoning. The chil- 
dren born under such conditions are 
state charges until death. There are 
2700 feeble minded, one-sixth of 
the state — ahout one-half of these arc 
institutional cases, the other half 
might live in the community if prop- 
erly cared for. 

In regard to the problem of the 
feebleminded three facts have been 
proved — feeble-mindedness is inherit- 
able, it never developes in adult life, 
when both parents are feeble nlinded 
the children are always feebleminded. 
In a study of 300 feebleminded fam- 
ilies, each one having one feeble 
minded member, it was discovered 
that over four-fifths of the members 
bad at least five physical handicaps 
besides feeble-mindedness. 

Mr. Kelso said that in his opinion 
the state must attack this problem at 
its source, and must protect feeble- 
minded mothers from being a menace 
to th<> community. 

Where a state takes care of the 
feeble-minded children and allows the 
parents to go free as in Kentucky, it 
is passing vicious legislation which 
must be remedied. 

We are fast seeing that a man’s 
right to life, liberty, and the pursuit 
of happiness must be determined by 
the public good. That 47 per cent of 
our youth between the ages of 21 nnd 
31 were ineligible for the draft be- 
cause of serious physical defects, is an 
indictment of the community. These 
things should not be.

SNOW AND ICE 

Street Department Has Had Some 
Difficult Problems This Winter 


The winter of 1920 has proven to be 
the worst with which the Street De- 
partment organization has had to con- 
tend. 

On Care of Snow, the total amount 
of money expended from January 1st 
to March 13th, inclusive, is $54,675.94. 

The Fire Department took over a 
number of the Street Department 
horses, which left about. 45 city horses. 

All combined man and horse power 
of the three divisions of the Street De- 
partment. together with motor trucks, 
and at times ahout 40 hi- <1 horses, 
were constantly on the work. 

Ahout 250 employees had to care 
for the snow and ice, the collection of 
ashes and rubbish, also the storm 
water, and open the gutters and catch- 
basins. Altogether the department 
looked after about 225 miles of ac- 
cepted and unaccepted streets. 49 
sidewalk plows made 23 different 
trips. One trip with all the sidewalk 
plows covered about 450 miles and our 
23 trips covered approximately 10,350 
miles. 

For road breaking purposes, the 
City has two heavy motor trucks with 
Champion scrapers, also eight four- 
horse teams with sleds and plows. 

The vast amount of snow greatly 
hindered the work of the contractor 
who has the collection of garbage, Mr. 
Maguo. as a good many times the 
streets were almost impassible. 

We also had to transport coal from 
the different coal yards to a number 
of the public schools, including the 
Classical and Technical High Schools. 

The three-alarm fire that we had at 
Newton last week brought out every 
piece of fire apparatus in the City. 
They all reached there without acci- 
dent to machines or men. 

The present rate of wages paid 1 em- 
ployees averages about $4.14 per day 
for the regular eight hours work. For 
all time worked before 7 A. M. and 
after 4 P. M., and also on Sundays 
and holidays, all employees in the 
City receive time and a half. 

The different units of the depart- 
ment, including the supervising force, 
the office force, and laborers and me- 
chanics have proven themselves to be 
nearly 100'' efficient by their fidelity, 
training and loyalty. 

From Friday to Monday last, the 
department had about 3G cellars from

Attorney General J. Weston Allen 
appeared in favor of granting the peti- 
tion of the Middlesex Stations Trust 
for permit to keep and sell 3,000 gal- 
lons of gasolene near the corner of 
Beacon and Walnut street. 

Mr. Joseph C’ongdon was in favor of 
laying cut of Carlton road at Waban 
under the betterment act saying that 
people from 40 houses used Carlton 
road as an outlet to Beacon street. Mr. : 
H. X. Matthews also spoke in favor. ! 
Mr. H. C’. Short opposed the work as 
he had a large frontage on the street ; 
which’ was of no use to him and he 
didn’t want to pay betterments upon 
it. Mr. W. M. Whitman said he had a 
corner lot with a large frontage on 
Carlton road and thought it a bad time 
to do this kind of work on account of; 
high prices for labor and material. 

No one appeared on locating an Edi- 
on pole on Prospect terrace and it was 1 
Teamed. No one appeared on petition 
of the Newton Highlands Garage to i 
increase its gasolene storage to 1080 
"nllons at 1151 Walnut street. 

The mayor sent in a large number of. 
communications, recommending $34000>' 
bonds for reconstruction of Parker 


street. 19000 for Winchester street and 
$5225 Xahanton street of which $5000 
was to be bonded, recommending in- 
creases of $400 each for clerks in City 
Hall, suggesting the advisability of 
changing the tax limit, favoring $4000 
for continued tests for additional wa- 
ter supply, recommending $747 for 
cost of improving the church for use 
of American Legion and $900 for main- 
tmanee. recommending that widow of 
John F. Cotton b - paid balance of sal- 
ary as fireman, recommending $200 for 
inspection of elevators, recommending 
amendments to Plumbing ordinance 
and rending in request of Planning 
Board for $4000 for printing Its re- 
port. 

Petitionc of Phillips Byfleld. T. Wal- 
lace Travis, James W. French, and R. 
J. Burns were granted auctioneer li- 
ce nse«, Fred F. Prior. Monadnock road, 
the Holland System, on Dexter road 
and Hull street, R. H. Barnes on Bow- 
doin street and E. B. Frink on Chan- 
ning road asked for garage permits, 
the Edison Co. was granted attach- 
ments on Prospect terrace, Mr 3 . Lucia 
Antoinellis asked for increase in Work- 
men's compensation. Patsy DeLuco was 
granted a truck license; a surface 
drain was requested in Central avenue 
and Prescott street and concrete side- 
walks were wanted on Windermere 
road, a hearing being ordered on the 
last matter.

A Tribute to the Memory of 
Miss Anna M. Wliltlng 

"I ennnot say, and I will not say 
That she is dead. She is Just away, 
With a cheery smile, and a wave of 
the hand 

She has wandered into nn unknown 
land. 

And left us dreaming how very fnir 
It needs must be. since she lingers 
there. 

Think of her still as the same. I say, 
She Is not dead — she is just away.” 

To know Miss Whiting was to love 
her. Her sweetness of nature, sin- 
cerity and directness of purpose, and 
her vital interest in individuals as 
well as causes, endenred her to a 
large circle of friends. 

It is not possible to enumerate the 
many organizations in which she was 
interested and had taken an active 
part. The list is a long one and in- 
cludes nearly every form of philan- 
thropic and charitable work, every- 
thing indeed, for the benefit of hu- 
manity. She was especially interest- 
ed in all efforts for the welfare and 
hnppiness of the children. 

As one of the director of the Pom- 
rov Home for Girls she was almost 
indispensible. giving freely of her 
time and energy whenever it was 
needed. 

When the Newton Chapter of the 
Red Cross was organized Miss Whit- 
ing opened a work room in her own 
home for the conven'ence of the 
neighborhood, and for two years per- 
sonally superintended and assisted in 
the making of many hundreds of gar- 
ments. And almost her very last work 
on earth was taking up this work 
again in response to an urgent appeal 
last December for the French and 
Belgian Refugee 

In Channing Church which she had 
attended for many years, she was a 
tower of strength. 

About this time one year ago when 
a group of twenty women met to- 
gether to consider the formation of a 
community club, it was largely due 
to the enthusiasm and untiring efforts 
of Miss Whiting that the undertaxing 
was so successful. It is impossible to 
measure her faithful service, which 
was to her always a service of joy. 

Her standard was nothing less than 
the best, her interest was unfailing 
and her loyalty unchangeable. 

But above and beyond all was the 
spirit of good cheer and kindness 
which was shown to everyone and 
under all circumstances. She never 
snoke unkindly of any one, and met 
all with the same friendly smile and 
word of greeting. And she left us as 
she had lived with us “greeting the 
unknown with a cheer.” 

So. while we mourn her loss, shall 
we not also have a spirit of thankful- 
ness for the inspiration of her ear- 
nest. helpful life. 

May we not think of her as of “the 
r ose that climbs our garden wall, to 
blossom on the other side!”

Prof. Dallas Lore Sharp, in speaking 
before the New England Associates of 
School Libraries on Out-of-Door books, 
'aid must be applied to determine the 
f rue value of books on natural history. 
His other two tests are “Is this Hook 
absolutely true to the facts?” and “Is 
‘his book good literature?” 

Prof. Sharp spoke especially of Isaac 
Walton’s “Complete Angler,’’ which 
has always been a nature classic. Brad- 
ford Torrev’s “Footing it in Fran- 
conia." a book which is but slightly 
known, should be read by all who love 
the out-of-doors. All of John Muir’s 
volumes are full of wonderful 
scriptions of natural scenery. John 
Burroughs, well-known to all, is an- 
other nature lover, who-e books 
breathe with the freshness of the out- 
of-doors. All of Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son's essays are a finished product 
and show the author’s supreme love 
of everything pertaining to natural 
history. Thareau’s “Walden Pond’’ is 
another w’orth while book. 

To acquaint the boys and girls with 
ho wonders of the open road the 
“How-to-Know-it?” series have proved 
most useful. In this series the ferns 
nd the mosses, the flowers and the 
dants, the birds and the animals are 
ill described with much child interest. 

Prof. Sharp emphasized the fact that 
in giving animal boous to children it 
was most necessary to distinguish in 
‘he child’s mind between folk-lore and 
1 natural history. The best type of folk 
i .ore in American literature are Joel 
j handler Harris’ “Uncle Remus stor- 
' '• . and no boy should grow up with- 
out having them read to him.

SCHOOL LUNCHES 

The following letter was sent re- 
cently to the parents of pupils In the 
Newtonville district: — 

We feci that nearly all pupils will 
receive benefit from eating a light 
lunch between ten and half pa*t each 
school morning. Some children now 
bring lunches, but many others do 
not who would be better off physical- 
ly, and in a more alert condition men- 
tally if they had them also. 

After careful consideration wc have 
decided to Institute lunches for all 
Clafiin pupils whose parents care to 
pay the actual expense which would 
be involved. A child will be supplied 
with a glass of milk and two crack- 
ers. The milk costs fifteen cents 
($.15) per quart and each quart con- 
tains five glasses, so that the cost of 
five glasses per week will be fifteen 
cents ($.15). For two cents more we 
anticipate we can supply each child 
with two crackers per day. The milk 
will be brought to the school directly 
from the farm each morning. As 
each quart contains five glasses we J 
can supply any number of the chil- 
dren provided that the total number 
of these children is a multiple of five. 

Parents who wish to take advantage 
of this arrangement may do so by 
signing and detaching the lower part 
of this page and returning it to me 
at the Clafiin School.

The idea met with vast approval 
and hardly anyone who cared for milk 
refused to take advantage of the 
offer. This district is the only one 
in the city of Newton which has milk 
lunches. 

Before the letters were sent out 
much time was spent on considering 
several points. The first question 
that came into the minds of the prin- 
cipal and his assistants was: what 
shall the lunches be? Knowing the 
tremendous food value of milk, it was 
agreed to have milk the base of the 
lunch. It was then remembered that 
to some, plain milk would he rather 
distasteful, so it was decided to serve 
two crackers with each cup of milk. 
Next came the question as to the kind 
of milk we should purchase and who 
the milkman should be. After con- 
sulting the Board of Health it was de- 
cided to purchase the pasteurized 
milk and then there could not possi- 
bly be any question as to its purity. 
Then came the task of finding a milk- 
man and that question was answered 
by one of the large milk corporations 
in Boston. Paper cups seemed to be 
the easiest and most sanitary way of 
serving and these the corporation 
were only too glad to furnish as an 
advertisement. Crackers were se- 
cured at wholesale from S. S. Pierce 
& Company. 

After all the arrangements had 
been made the letters were sent home 
and the working out of the plan began 
about the first of February. 

As was promised in the letters, the 
milk is delivered directly from the 
farm each morning, and reaches the 
school building between 8.30 and 9.00 
A. M. 

It is then delivered at the different 
rooms by two bays under the super- 
vision of a teacher. Upon arriving at* 
the different rooms the bottles are 
placed beside the radiators because it 
is thoueht unwise to serve the milk 
icy cold. 

At recess the children taking the 
milk take seats on one side of the 
roam. In the upper grades the older 
girls do practically all of the serving. 
Two girls are assigned to the tasks 
of shaking, cleaning, and opening the 
bottles. A third Kiri is preparing the 
crackers for serving, by placing them 
in a basket and passing up and down 
the aisles, stopping at each desk 
where the consumers take them. Dur- 
ing this same period of time a fourth 
girl is passing the paper cups which 
are sent in large pasteboard cartons. 
AVhen everything is in readiness the 
teacher pours the milk and it is drunk 
by the pupils. 

Every pos- Able precaution is taken 
to do evervthing in the best and most 
sanitary way. 

The proofs of the success of this 
plan are many and varied but the 
most important is the decided gain in 
weight, some children having gained 
from flvo to eight pounds during the 
month of February. 

In the district about six hundred 
fifty (650) quarts per week are con- 
sumed and it is hoped that the amount 
will increase as time goes on. 

Altogether it is working out most 
succes- fullv and everyone is more 
than satisfied.

Regarding the movies 
he has iound two things and only two 
which he likes: First, the establish 
ment of a certain amount of direction 
and regulation of them has reminded 
us that the drama must not be misused 
and that the play is becoming to be 
recognized as a social force allied to 
community service; secondly, it is the 
only form of theatrical entertainment 
provided at a moderate price within 
the reach of all the people. But, he 
said, there is no better way of allow 
ing your brain to take a vacation than 
going to the movies, they are a sort 
of "intellectual Mellin’s Food.” The 
offer of $ leo, 000 for a single season’s 
work for tin* movie has deflected many 
good actors from the legitimate stage 
and deep down in his heart every uctor 
who does this despises himself for so 
do.ng. 

For his own part Dr. Burton feels 
that anything which shall lure him 
from his home, where it is now possi- 
ble to have the best literature, the best 
pictures and the best music at mod- 
erate prices, that thing must he bet- 
ter than the home which he leaves. 

He named the theatre as one of the 
live great forces outside of the home, 
the scht the church, the library, 
the newspaper and the theutre, and 
the last named Influences more people 
than any of the others, because the 
play tells the story in terms of emo- 
tion, tho hearer gets it in company 
with otliers and seeing it, it is believed. 

Reasons w. re given to Indicate that 
there is a revolution for tho better 
plays and play houses, namely; the 
tact, that contemporaneous plays are 
now published, making it possible to 
: te a play then go home uml read it; 
tin* present attitude of the colleges and 
,m varsities towards the drama, in en- 
couraging the production of plays by 
tile students; the increased time de- 
voted to the study of dramutic litera- 
ture, tho credit given for dramatic 
work and tli • various endowed nnd 
municipal theaters which are constant- 
ly springing up over tho country. As 
a reply to the miserable slogan, "Give 
the people what they want," he pro 
posed, "Educate the people to want 
what they should wont."

DEUTERONOMY 

Book That Saved a Nation Described 
at Trinity Church 


“The Hook that Saved a Nation” 
was the title of a very inspiring ad- 
dress given by Miss Heloise E. Hor- 
sey at Trinity Church, Newton Cen- 
tre. on Sunday evening. 

Miss Hersey told of the different ap- 
proaches by which the material ad- 
vance which a nation had made could 
be ascertained, but added that this did 
not compare with the spiritual ad- 
vance of a nation. 

She reviewed the History and con- 
ditions of the Old Testament from 
Moses to the reign of Josiah. and 
showed how God had revealed Himself 
to man during this t me. She spoke 
in some detail of the fearful corrup- 
tion and degeneracy which preceded 
Josiah’s reign, and of the finding in 
that reign of the Book of Deuterono- 
my and the wholesale reformation 
which followed. 

Reading parts of Deuteronomy as 
illustration, the speaker showed the 
high spiritual conception of God in 
this book, and its place in the Jew- 
ish world. Every Jew recited a chap- 
ter of Deuteronomy as a part of hia 
daily devotions; the prophets con- 
stantly quoted it. and Christ Himself 
quoted it in answering the devil in 
the wilderness. •

Ex-Service Men, Not lee 


Tlio United States Government Is 
anxious to get in touch with all ex- 
service men who have any ailments 
as a result of military service. Many 
men were gassed, for instance, and no 
serious results seemed to attach to it. 
However, nfter many months, some 
illness may come to them and they 
would have a reoccurence of the ef- 
fects of the gassing. The Government 
has asked that till men so affected get 
in touch with them at once, have an 
exnminntion. and have their case re- 
corded. This will insure treatment 
and' assistance if need should require. 

A letter from Washington to C. D. 
Ivopner, President of the Newton Y. 
M. C. A. nsks that the local Associa- 
tion assist in getting this information 
to ex-service men. and also asks the 
Association to act as the medium 
through which these men may report 
to Washington. 

We will be very glad to advise with 
men and help them in their claim, 
and would advise all men, no matter 
how trivial their ailment, to get in 
touch with someone who has infor- 
mation on this matter that they may 
have proper advice and gat the as- 
sistance that is due them. 

Oftentimes men are entitled to as- 
sistance who do not know* they are 
not only entitled to this assistance but 
the government is more than anxious 
to give them this aid.

“The little 
home-made jazz band may be wobbly 
U3 to technique and time — but the 
men like it and many who would nat- 
urally spend their evenings in cafes 
and' public places, fight for entrance 
to the Y. gymnasium. Xo advertising 
is necessary.”

On June first. 1919, the United 
States Agricultural Board gave a de- 
cision by which no plants could be 
brought into the United States from 
Holland after that date. We wonder 
if the public realize what this means. 
First class Rose bushes that sold to 
the public for 12c before this ruling 
went into effect, will now’ sell for be- 
twe:n 50c and $1.00. This is also 
true of Box Trees, Bay Trees. Rho- 
dodendrons and fancy imported 1 Ever- 
greens. 

The excuse offered for this decision 
was to protect against the corn-borer 
and other deadly insects, and yet they 
admit the cornborer came into this 
counry on a hale of hemp. Further- 
more. it. swept out a business of some 
$10,000,000 a year among the Nursery- 
men and Florists in this country with 
out the slightest, consideration not 
withstanding many comnvttees pre- 
sented their side of the case at Wash- 
ington which received 1 no considera 
tion whatever. 

When Congress passed this law', it 
was the intention to give proper pro 
tect'on against deadly insects and not 
to establish an arbitrary power that 
would give no one consideration but 
one man’s own opinion. I refdr to 
the chairman of that board. Will 
you not urge your congressman and 
Senator to use their influence to have 
this decision set aside. 

Xo one. least of all the dealers, ob- 
ject to the most rigid examination of 
•’oods before allowing them into this 
country. We can state from our own 
knowledge that when a shipment ar- 
rived in th<- past, we were not allow- 
ed to open a case until the State in- 
spectors were on the spot and 1 a more 
thorough examination of goods could 
not he well imagined. Every leaf and 
every root was examined under a mi- 
croscope. Their thoroughness to say 
the least must lie commended. If any- 
thing is discovered of a deadly na- 
ture. it is immediately set aside and 
burnrdi. 

It seems to us that every reason- 
able danger was guarded against be- 
fore this ruling. Their basis of rea- 
soning might be carried to the extent 
of depriving us of almost any vege- 
t <b!e growing, hence the danger of 
allowing practically one man to make 
uch a (1 -clslon. Such decisions 
hould only he carried out w’hen Con- 
gress think < it necessary to pass a 
vote on it. We ourselves, bought very 
heavily last year of this article and 
will offer it lor sale this spring. We 
planted them in our nurseries last fall 
when they arrived andl thus far have 
been unable to find any deadly insect 
of any description in the entire ship- 
ment of 50,0iM) Box Trees, 10,009 Rho- 
dodendrons, 5800 Buy Trees and 10,000 
assorted fancy Evergreens. As be- 
fore stated these will be for sale tit 
our alesroorn. first sale to take place 
about April Uth, 1920.

real value and may in time become a 
precious heirloom. 

In the course of an officer’s term of 
service innumerable papers are ac- 
cumulated, some of no value, others 
of great value. How much of this 
accumulation should be kept and how 
much destroyed? These questions of- 
ten arise, particularly on the part of 
the secretary, when she is preparing 
to pass on her books to her successor. 
With the increasing years of club life 
the keeping of these things becomes a 
burden and often an expense, so that 
it is well not to allow useless things 
to cumber up the ground, but in de- 
stroying papers one should be very 
careful to preserve anything which 
tells of the early history of the or- 
ganization or has any connection with 
radical changes which have be m 
made in procedure or with the phil- 
anthropic work. The records them- 
selves should be so carefully kept 
that a person reading them ten or 
twenty or thirty years hence may un- 
derstand just what was meant at the 
time. Exhaustive resumes of lectures 
only cumber up the hooks, the same 
is true of lengthy discussions, but it 
is often helpful in later days to find 
upon the records enough of the dis- 
cussidn to indicate why a certain de- 
cision was reached. The president 
should be sure to pass on to her suc- 
! cessor everything which pertains to

! things as apply to measures not yet 
I completed. A little care in these di- 
i rections will be greatly appreciated 
later on.

She pointed out. how the nations 
from ancient times to the present day 
who have been prodigal with their for- 
ests have become extinct and the ter- 
ritory barren. Ancient Babylonia, once 
the centre of flourishing cities, is now 
a barren waste. China for many years 
the victim of floods and famine due 
almost entirely to the clearing of the 
forests is now reforesting the moun- 
tain slopes. Egypt is .the only land 
which has remained cultivated and 
fruitful since ancient times. This is 
due to the fact that the head waters of 
the Nile have never been stripped of 
their forests. The wisdom of England 
in building tho Assuan dam is assur- 
ing Egypt fertility for all time to come. 
France and Germany have both been 
thrifty with their natural resources 
and through the development of in- 
land waterways have aided commerce 
as well. America, on the other hand, 
has always been wasteful of its for- 
ests. The pioneers stripped off the 
trees to open up land for farming pur- 
poses. a necessary thing, while the com- 
ing of the portable saw mill has fin- 
ished the job. 

During the last thirty years the pub- 
lic has begun to wake up to the ex- 
igencies of the situation and gradually 
forest reserves have been set apart, 
which are now a source of revenue to 
the government. The problem of get- 
ting men back to the land is still a 
crying one, if our food supply is to be 
maintained and the high cost of living 
to be reduced. The paper was listened 
to with keen interest as was shown by 
tho discussion which followed.
